It happened seventecn years ago, but, because of 
censorship, the facta were not revealed. She was 
‘the largest vessel of her tiins.. She carricd in her 
sixty of the cleverest men in the submarine Ber- 
‘vice—tenigners, builders and Admiralty experts. 


Now the full atory of what happened in that 
submarine and the wonderfil rescue is told for 
the first time by a young relative of a man who 


went down with her.

“perhaps a few people in Japan 
really advocate a declaration of war," 
said the Ambassador, “but in my 
opinion the time for that is not ripe. 
It may come if the war continues for 
some time longer.

Native raw material and im- 
proved techniqua will be pro- 
moted in order to reduce the 
cost of production and widen 
the market for the goods.

Used and commercial and in- 
dustrinl organisations placed 
on a sound basis. : 


10-OPERATION ESSENTIAL 


Dr. Wong expressed regret that 
hitherto economic reconstructlon has 
been confined to provinces along the 
const ond the Yangtze River. As 
nh remedial measure, emphasis will 
bo Inid on economic reconstruction in 
the southwest and the north-west. 

He emphasized that close co- 
operation between the government 
and the people js indispensable for 
the successful execution of the pro- 
gramme, Whilst the government 
should be responsible for mapping 
out general plans and supervising 
their execution, the people, should 
exert every effort in the worl. 

Hereafter the people will be en- 
cournged {o undertake all such 
economic enterprises os are within 
thelr ability and not In conilict with 
the national defence policy, Dr.
